MURDER OF D’ARCY M’GEE.

The Leader issued two editions daily 
~—morning and evening—and was pube 
lished on the very spot where now 
stands the Leader hotel at the corner 
of King street and Leader lane, Toe 
ronto, The assassination of D'Arcy 
McGee occurred about two o'clock in 
the morning shortly after the House 
of Commons had adjourned. During 
the evening McGee had delivered a 
stirring address in which he had ex- 
pressed the lofticst sentiments of loy- 
alty to the crown and devotion te 
Canada, It had been a busy night 
for the boys in the press gallery and, 
after finishing their work, all the ree 
presentatives had gone home with the 
exception of George Gregg who was 
Jater than usual completing his ree 
port of the proceedings in the Come 
mons, 

On reaching Sparks street he heard 
of the shooting aid immediately wired 
his paper about turee hundred words, 
This was about half an hour after the 
murder 


Greve tollowed up his first, 


story an hour or two later with a cole 
umn more of the details and at tive 
in the morning came another short 
despatch. Thus he registered one of 
the cleanest news feats on record, 
while all his confreres were soundly 
sleeping. They did not learn a word 
of the tragedy until hours later. The 
Leader, with the exclusive news of 
McGee's assassination sold rapidly 
for the tidings roused intense excites 
ment in Toronto and throughout the 
country, 

A few of the conies of The Leader 
of April 7, 1868, containing the story of 
the memorable incident are still in exe 
istence, one being among the old newse

brary. The Leader ceased publicae

ShortCourse School 


DEPARTMENT OF AGRICUL. 
TURE 


The Hon. Duncan Marshall, Min- 
ister of Agriculture, announced this 
morning that the Department of Agri- 
culture had completed arrangements 
for the holding of three short course 
schools in the Province during the 
months of February wad March. These 
echoole will be similar to the ones 
held last winter, and will be held at 
Macleod, Innisfail and Vermilion, and 
will be of two weeks’ duration each. 
Besides these’ schools, a school for 
one week will be held at Strathmore 
in conjunction with Prof. Elliett, who 
is m charge of the C. I. R. expen. 
inental farms, Prof. Elliott has as- 
sisted the Department at institute 
work, and will, during the coming 
winter, give the Department assistance 
at this work, and in return for thisthe 
Agricultural Department is sending 
its entire outfit of stock used at the 
short course schoois, as well as the 
lecturers in charge of the work, for 
one week to Strathmore. ‘Iwo car 
loads of pure bred stock will be carried 
to these different schools and instruc- 
tion will be given in breed types, feed- 
ing. breeding and care and manage- 
ment of live stock. The first week of 
each of the schoois will be the live 
stock week, and the second week the 
following subjects will he taken up: 

t. Grain, Soil and Weeds—‘‘The 
Growing, Judging and Grading of 
Grain,’’ ‘Soil Cultivation,’ ‘*Noxious 
Weeds,’’ “Grasses and Fodder Crops,” 
Samples of grains, grasses and weeds 
will he used for demonstration 

2. Poultry —- “The Housing,” 
“Feeding,” “Hatching” and ‘'Rear- 
ing.”
